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Charlevoix-Emmet Inter- 
mediate School District 
and the 7th Probate District 
Court serving Charlevoix 
and Emmet Counties have 
entered into a partnership 
for operating Round Lake 
Education Center, located 
in Charlevoix. 

The school was original- 
ly established over 20 years 
ago for school-age, adjudi- 
cated youth from Charlev- 
oix County. It is a court-or- 
dered program for high 
school students involved in 
the court system. When a 
need arose for a new educa- 
tional partner to operate the 
school earlier this calendar 
year, Probate Court Judge 
Valerie Snyder approached 
Char-Em ISD Superinten- 
dent Scott Koziol, inquiring 
about a partnership that 
would be modeled after 
Lakeview High School in 
Emmet County. 

“Court school program- 
ming at Round Lake Ed- 
ucation center has always 
been accomplished through 
a collaboration of efforts 
by the Probate and Family 
Court, Charlevoix County, 
treatment providers for our 
students, and, of course, an 
educational partner,” said 
Snyder. 

“When the need arose 
for a new educational 
partner for our Charlev- 
oix County court school 
program, Char-Em ISD 
was our first choice. Both 
the court and the ISD serve 
the students of Charlevoix 


2 LOCATIONS: 208 W. Main,Gaylord Mi 49735 - 
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County, and given the ISD’s 
expertise in education and 
availability of resources to 
address the needs of our 
students, they are a perfect 
partner for our program. We 
have also had the benefit 

of seeing first-hand the 
great results of the part- 
nership between the ISD 
and Lakeview Academy, 
the court’s Emmet County 
school program.” 

Char-Em ISD Superin- 
tendent Scott Koziol said 
the ISD was pleased to 
consider the partnership 
with the court and to take 
the lead with the academic 
aspects of the program. 
“Lakeview High School in 
Petoskey is well-regarded 
and we knew we could use 
that as a model for develop- 
ing Round Lake Education 
Center,” said Koziol. “We 
are always interested in do- 
ing what we can to support 
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all students in our 2.5-coun- 
ty coverage area and ensure 
that all are receiving a 
quality education.” 

Round Lake Education 
Center provides juveniles, 
under the court’s juris- 
diction, with a structured 
school setting and provides 
a centralized site from 
which to administer court 
programming. The school 
was designed with the 
goal of reducing juvenile 
delinquency and costly 
out-of-home placement for 
juveniles, while increasing 
the number of adjudicated 
juveniles becoming con- 
tributing members of the 
community. 

Students attending 
RLEC can earn academic 
credits to transfer back to 
their home district. Current- 
ly, RLEC employs program 
director Angie Novak, 
administrative assistant Kat 


Fortune, and one full-time 
teacher, David Heinz, with 
additional support from the 
court administrator, Tim 
Smith. Academics are per- 
formance based, not based 
on seat time in the class- 
room, so credit recovery is 
an attainable goal. 

“Our goal is to pro- 
vide an environment that 
supports all Round Lake 
students in achieving their 
academic potential, regard- 
less of the barriers they’ ve 
previously encountered,” 
said Snyder. 

“Whether a student 
needs to catch up on 
credits, requires immediate 
accountability to attend 
school regularly, or simply 
thrives in a smaller school 
setting, the staff at Round 
Lake Education Center

This definitely benefits 
them. It’s “Meet Up and Eat 
Up”. 

Thanks to Nathan’s com- 
mitment to the children, the 
school has its own green- 
house and garden. 

Hopefully, next will be 
chickens, which will mean 
a lot to Nathan as then they 


can give away eggs to the 
families who may be short 
financially. 

Interesting to note, 
that during COVID, when 
schools were shut down, the 
kitchen stayed open every 
day cooking and bring 
foods out to the cars to help 
the Boyne Falls residential 
community stay nourished. 

They did not miss a 
single weekday, not one. 

Nathan emphasizes 
that he is so very fortunate 
that so many in the Boyne 
Falls and Boyne City are 
dedicated to help. He says it 
is such a great community, 
with people that truly care 
about each other.

Dear Dave, 

I read where you rec- 
ommend saving 15% of 
your income for retire- 
ment. Should I count my 
employer’s contribution to 
my retirement plan as part 
of that 15%? 

—Carlotta 


Dear Carlotta, 

That’s a great question. 
Employer contributions do 
not count toward the 15 
percent I recommend set- 
ting aside for retirement. 
It’s great if you work for a 
company that offers perks 
like that, but I want you 
putting 15 percent of your 
money into retirement. 
Whatever your company 
matches, whatever its 
pension may be, or even 
having a military retire- 
ment package, none of 
that enters the equation. I 
want your money in your 
name. 

Baby Step 4 of my plan 
says to put 15 percent of 
your income into retire- 
ment accounts. The first 
thing you should put 
money into is a match- 
ing retirement account. 

If you’ve got a 401(k), a 
Roth 401(k) or a 403(b) 
and your employer offers 
a match, you should do 
that up to the match before 
anything else. 

Let’s say your em- 
ployer will match three 
percent. Since the goal 
is 15 percent, that still 
leaves you with some 
work to do. You’ve got 
three percent of your own 
money already going into 
retirement, so then you 
could look at a Roth IRA.

A Little Lead Can Cause BIG Problems 


National Lead Poisoning Prevention Week is October 22-28 


Lead poisoning can be 
prevented. And to help 
with this effort, the Health 
Department of Northwest 
Michigan (HDNW) and 
Northern Michigan Public 
Health Alliance are promot- 
ing National Lead Poisoning 
Prevention Week to high- 
light the importance of lead 
poisoning prevention—es- 
pecially in children. 

Most children with 
lead in their blood have no 
obvious symptoms. Call 
HDNW’s scheduling staff 
at 800-432-4121 or your 
child’s healthcare provider 
about getting a blood lead 
test. It’s recommended that 
children get tested when 
they are between 12 and 24 
months of age. Adults who 
wish to be tested should 


speak with their primary 
care provider. 

A blood test is the best 
way to determine if some- 
one has been exposed to 
lead. The amount of lead in 
blood is referred to as the 
blood lead level, which is 
measured in micrograms of 
lead per deciliter of blood. 

The 2023 observance of 
National Lead Poisoning 
Prevent Week’s theme is 
“Together, we can prevent 
lead exposure!” Here are 
three steps we can take to 
help prevent lead poisoning: 
1. Get the Facts 
2. Get Your Home Tested 

(financial assistance may 

be available) 

3. Get Your Child Tested 

(schedule locally at 

800-432-4121) 


Residents may have their 
blood lead level tested at 
any HDNW clinic. If the 
lead level is found to be 
high, residents can partner 
with local and state experts 
to identify the source of the 
lead, stop the lead expo- 
sure, and determine any 
other tests or follow-up that 
might be needed. 

“Lead can be found 
outside and inside the 
house, but good news, lead 
poisoning is 100% prevent- 
able,” says Jeremy Fruk, 
HDNW Director of Envi- 
ronmental Health. “The 
best way to protect yourself 
and your family is to learn 
the facts, test your house 
if it was built before 1978, 
and follow the lead testing 
guidelines for children and 


pregnancy.” 

Protecting children from 
exposure to lead is import- 
ant to lifelong good health. 
There is no safe blood lead 
level in children. Even 
low levels of lead in blood 
have been shown to affect 
learning, the ability to pay 
attention, and academic 
achievement. While the ef- 
fects of lead exposure may 
be permanent, if caught 
early, parents can take steps 
to prevent further exposure 
and reduce the negative im- 
pact to their child’s health.

Here are the pairings for 
the 2023 MHSAA Foot- 
ball Playoffs, which begin 
Oct. 27-28 with District 
Semifinals in the 11-Play- 
er Playoffs and Regional 
Semifinals in the 8-Player 
Playoffs, and also an an- 
nouncement of the schedule 
for the 11-Player Finals on 
Nov. 25-26 at Ford Field. 

Teams were divided into 
divisions before the start 
of play this fall. The top 
32 teams in each division 
in 11-player and top 16 per 
division in 8-player, based 
on playoff-point average, 
were selected to the field. 
For 11-player, qualifiers 
were then divided into four 
regions with eight teams 
apiece, and for 8-player 
qualifiers were divided 
into four regions with four 
teams in each. 

Pairings for the first 
three weeks of the tourna- 
ment are based on regu- 
lar-season playoff point 
averages, with the high- 
est-ranked team hosting, 
regardless of the distance 
between the two schools. 
For 11-Player District 
Semifinal and 8-Player 
Regional Semifinal play, 
the top-seeded team in 
each bracket will host the 
fourth-seeded team, and the 
second-seeded team will 
host the third-seeded team. 

District Finals for 
11-player and Regional Fi- 
nals for 8-player will follow 
during the weekend of Nov. 
3-4, and the weekend of 
Nov. 10-11 will have Re- 
gional Finals in the 11-Play- 
er Playoffs and Semifinals 
in the 8-Player Playoffs. The 
8-Player Semifinals will pair 
the winners of Region | vs. 
Region 2 and the winners of 
Region 3 vs. Region 4, at the 
sites of the highest-ranked 
team. 

Semifinal games in the 
11-Player Playoffs will take 


place Nov. 17-18, pairing 
the winners of Region | vs. 
Region 2 and the winners 
of Region 3 vs. Region 4. 
The MHSAA will assign 
11-Player Semifinals at 
neutral sites. 

All playoff tickets 
except for Finals (both 11 
and 8-player) will be sold 
online only via GoFan at 
gofan.co/ to provide for a 
cashless and contactless 
purchasing process. 

For 11-Player, tickets to 
District Semifinals and Dis- 
trict Finals cost $7, tickets 
to Regional Finals are $9, 
and tickets to Semifinals 
cost $10. For 8-player, tick- 
ets for Regional Semifinals 
are $7, tickets for Regional 
Finals are $9, and tickets 
for Semifinals cost $10. 

The 8-Player Finals will 
take place Nov. 18 at North- 
ern Michigan University’s 
Superior Dome in Mar- 
quette, and the 11-Player 
Finals will be played Nov.

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Top 6 Reasons Mortgage 
Applications are Rejected

Half of refinance appli- 
cations are abandoned or 
rejected, as are 30 percent of 
purchase mortgage applica- 
tions, according to the Mort- 
gage Bankers Association. 
All told, the Federal Finan- 
cial Institutions Examination 
Council (FFIEC) says that 
well over 2 million mortgage 
applications were rejected 
last year. 

Want to avoid falling into 
that number? It’s tough — 
especially in light of the fact 
that mortgage lenders have 
become increasingly restric- 
tive in terms of their lending 
guidelines since the housing 
market crash. 

Here, as a cautionary 
tale and primer on what to 
expect, are the top three rea- 
sons mortgage lenders reject 
applications. 

1. Income issues. Most 
failed applications falling into 
this category have income too 
low for the mortgage amount 
they are seeking; often, a 
spouse’s credit issues can 
create this problem, too, as 
the income the spouse plans 
to actually chip in toward the 
mortgage cannot be consid- 
ered by a lender. 

But increasingly, the 
recent vagaries of the job 
market are also causing this 
issue, as people who have 
changed their line of work or 
have changed from salaried 
employee to freelancer over 


the last couple of years can 
also have their home loan 
applications rejected based 
on income. 

2. Muddled money 
matters. If the mortgage for 
which you’re applying plus 
your monthly payments on 
credit card, car and student 
loan debts will comprise 
more than 45 percent of your 
total income, you could have 
problems qualifying for a 
home loan. You might also 
run into problems if you rely 
too heavily on bonuses, over- 
time, cash wages or rental 
income — all of these can be 
difficult or impossible to get 
a mortgage bank to consider, 
and if they do, they might not 
take all of it into account. 

3. Credit issues. Today, 
the mortgage-qualifying 
FICO score cutoff falls 
somewhere between 620 
and 660, depending on 
which lender and which loan 
type you seek. More than 
one-third of Americans, by 
some numbers, have credit 
scores too low to qualify for 
a home loan. Even if your 
credit score is high enough 
to qualify, if you have any 
late mortgage payments, a 
short sale, a foreclosure or 
a bankruptcy in the last two 
years, loan qualifying could 
be difficult to impossible.

Note, the document can 
be canceled or changed at 
any time. 


Power of attorney docu- 
ments are used if your loved 
one can't make or commu- 
nicate a decision for them- 
selves. For example, if they 
are unconscious or have a 
condition affecting their deci- 
sion-making skills or ability to 
communicate. 


If you are not sure how to 
talk about POA here are some 
tips that may help. 


1. Start the Conversation 

Ask for help with the con- 
versation. Include someone 
who your loved one respects 
but isn’t the main caregiver. 
Sometimes the closest care- 
giver gets the most push back 
on this conversation. You 
can also ask your doctor ora 
trusted professional to start 
the conversation. 


: Try not to force a deci- 
sion. 
: Remind them it is 


completely their choice. 


2. Provide Information 

Explain that a power of 
attorney document: 

: Gives them control 
while they can still make deci- 
sions. 

: Prevents decisions 
from being made by someone 
they don't trust. 

° May help prevent 
family fighting in the future. 

. Makes it easier to care 
for them. 


3. Support Them to Make 


Decisions 

: Start by asking 
what you can do to help 
with the decision. It may 
help to explain the docu- 
ments in a different way. 

. Ask if there’s any- 
one else, they‘d like to talk 
to about power of attor- 
ney, or what questions 
they have. 

. Don't expect all de- 
cisions to be made during 
your first conversation. 
Give them extra time to 
make decisions. 

. Deciding not to 
make a decision is still a 
decision. 


Often, caregivers feel like 
they need to do everything 
right. That’s a lot of pres- 
sure! Instead, remember 
your role is in supporting 
your care recipient to live 
their vision of the best life 
possible. It’s not about 
what other people think 
is right, or even what you 
think is right. It’s about the 
person you care for. 


Expert Tip 

Even if you don't agree 
with your loved one’s deci- 
sion, remember everyone 
has the right to make their 
own decisions in life. Think 
about times in your life 
you made a decision that 
your family didn’t agree 
with. Would anything have 
changed your mind at the 
time? This can help reduce 
any feelings of frustration 
that may come up.
